Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  interim  Annual  Report  on  the 
Public  Health  Services  of  the  District  during  1S44. 


The  ban  on  the  publication  of  vital  statistics  has  been  lifted 
and  these  figures  therefore  are  included  for  the  year,  with  a tabular 
summary  of  the  principle  rates  from  1S38  to  1944* 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Birth  Rate  has  shown  a marked  increase 
the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  declined  and  the  Death  Rate  remains  much  the 
same.  These  figures  may  be  considered  satisfactory. 

Several  changes  in  the  staffs  of  the  Departments  occurred 
during  the  year;  Mr,  J.  Monies,  Sanitary  Inspector,  retired  in  July,  and 
Mrs.  S.  Woosey,  Health  Visitor,  retired  in  August,  after  thirty  years 
and  twenty  three  years  respectively  of  devoted  service  to  the  Council. 

Mr.  J.  Blakeley  (Darby  U.D.)  commenced  duty  as  Sanitary 
Inspector  on  24th  July  and  Miss  M.  Luckett  (Manchester  Corporation)  took 
ip  the  post  of  Health  Visitor  on  21st  August. 

A full-time  clerk  and  typist  was  appointed  to  the  Deportments 
n August  with  very  satisfactory  results  in  office  and  welfare  centre 
.dmini  strati  ion. 

"nfectious  Diseases : 


Although  not  excessive,  infectious  diseases  showed  a marked 
increase  over  1943,  350  cases  were  notified  and  included  156  measles, 

46  scarlet  fever  and  64  diphtheria.  The  increase  in  scarlet  fever,  which 
'as  very  mild  in  type,  is  consistent  with  an  increase  throughout  the 
country . 

It  is  disappointing  to  have  to  record  that  the  incidence  of 
xphtheria  was  the  highest  for  six  years,  showing  that  a higher  percentage 
immunisations  is  needed  if  this  condition  is  to  be  eliminated. 

The  type  was  generally  mild  although  there  was  one  death  in  a 
on- immunised  child. 


Immunisation  has  been  continued  as  an.  integral  part  of  the 
/elfare  centres ; 248  children  were  immunised  and  105  children  who  had 
attained  their  fifteenth  birthday  were  removed  from  the  register.  There 
tG  an  apparent  lall  in  the  percentage  of  protected  children  from  76,65% 
xn  194o  to  71,83%.  The  percentage  decline  is  due  to  a reassessment  of 
the  child  population  on  a more  accurate  basis.

■ernity  ana  Child  Welfare : 


Attendances  have  again  shown  a further  increase,  particular!; 
at  Culcheth.  The  increased  popularity  of  the  welfare  centres  and  wartime, 
provision  of  vitamins  and  milk  for  children  together  have  greatly 
improved  the  child  health  of  the  District. 

Unfortunately  some  mothers  cannot  or  will  not  make  use  of  the 
clinic  services,  many  of  them  being  those  most  in  need  of  guidance  in  the 
care  of  their  children.  Also  too  many  mothers  fail  to  obtain  the  supplie 
of  cod  liver  oil  and  orange  juice  available  for  their  children. 

In  January  the  Culcheth  Welfare  Centre  was  moved  into  more 
commodious  quarters  and  the  results  have  fully  justified  the  change. 

Plans  for  opening  a Maternity  Clinic  in  this  centre  are  under- 
active  consideration. 

An  unusual  event  - the  birth  of  living  quadruplets  - occurred 
on  the  8th  December.  They  were  removed  to  a maternity  hospital  immediate 
and  the  two  smallest  survived  and  are  doing  well. 

Arrangements  are  available  for  the  removal  to  hospital  of 
premature  infants  if  considered  necessary.  The  Health  Visitor  pays 
frequent  visits  to  these  babies  during  their  early  weeks  and  gives  all 
assistance  possible. 

The  new  Sanitary  Inspector ' has  been  able  to  keep  a much 
stricter  watch  on  the  milk  supplies  of  the  District  with  a consequent 
improvement  in  the  cleanliness  and  purity  of  the  milk. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Health  Committee,  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Committee  the  officers  and  staff  of  my  Departments, 
the  ladies  of  the  Voluntary  Committees  and  the  County  Midwives  for  their 
co-operation  and  contributions  to  the  success  of  the  year’s  work.
